{sts Station A will bea local station [liked to listen to. Station B several states away will be the station 
that refused to acknowledge that they were cheating. [called Station B to complain in a polite, diplo 
matic manner about my problem. | asked for the chief engineer. The receptionist told me that there is 
no chief engineer atthe station. She asked me what was my problem. [told her ina nice polite diplo 
matic way as to what was my complaint. She told me she was new in the radio business. Then she 
proceeded on telling me don't know what Iwas talking about! Thase who think they know itall truly 
annoy us who do know! I went to Station A with my problem, They told me in so many words that 
they didn't want to bother with my problem. They gave me an FCC office address to complain to. In 
my letter to the FCC, I made no mention of DX’ing, IRCA, NRC, ete, to protect our clubs’ interests. I 
just sated the pertinent facts. I kept it to myself that went out tothe FCC on Station B. Playing eop is. 
not the issue here. The issue is I don't tolerate rude behavior and I dida’t like my listening pleasure of 
Station A being ruined. would never be a beggar ora servant to Station B just fora DX testand a QSL. 
‘card. People with high self esteem avoid asking such stations for DX testsand a QSL card. When [have 
2 problem witha station not powering down alter sunset, approach the station in polite diplomatic 
manner. 90%; of the time, I get resus. In fact, a CE several states from me gave me his cell phone 
‘number to call up to 2230 iF his station's automation didn’t power dawn. Point here: radio stations are 
not doing usa favor by powering down after sunset. Iti their legal responsibility to do so. We should

bbe asking stations who are cardial and professional towards us for DX tests and QSL cards. A DX'er 
told me as to what | did to Station B was “plaving cop, rude, harassing the station and a disservice to 
‘ourhobby”, This DX’er also sai tothe effec that fa sation isnot powering down after sunset, turn a 
blind eye. I don’t buy that. In this age of deregulation of the FCC, cur hobby is under attack. More 
stations going on the air, stations knowingly cheating, and the awful fact that the FCC might allow 

jans to run IBOC 24/7. If we turn a blind eye to this, our hobby will go away. A final note: rem: 
phasize:if youneed to go ta the FCC about a station, please don’t mention the IRCA, NRC, DX'ing ete 
Just tell them the pertinent facts, You are trying to listen toa Spanish music tation several states aysay 
and some station net powering down after sunstt is blocking your listening of such station. Keep it to 
yourself, Lfyou doall of the above, then its your private business. Itisnone of any one else's business 
period.

First, by trying to play cop (and that IS the point here) 
you are going to harm other DX’ers’ possibilities to hear DX from stations which do not power dawn,

he'd nowy receive a hostile saction from both. I might also mention that the NRC has gone on record a=
